The  Private  or  Pioneer  coins,  as  they  are  some- 
times called,  were  issued  by  private  parties  in  the 
“Pioneer”  days  of  the  West  and  in  the  30’s  in  the 
Carolinas  and  Georgia.  While  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  legal  coinage  or  legal  tender,  these 
pieces  were  accepted  and  passed  current  at  a time 
where  there  was  a pressing  need  of  money  with 
which  to  transact  the  business  of  the  country. 
Such  coinage  is  now  prohibited  by  existing  laws.

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Numismatic  Terms  used  to  deline  the  Various 

Parts  of  Coins 

The  face  or  front  of  a coin  is  called  the  Obverse. 

The  back  of  a coin  is  called  the  Reverse. 

The  space  between  the  type  and  edge  is  called 
the  Field. 

Liberty  head  with  hair  tied  in  a knot  is  called 
the  Fillet  Head. 

Liberty  head  with  hair  loose  is  called  Flowing 
Hair. 

The  inscription  on  coin  is  called  the  Legend. 

Coin  with  letters  on  edge  is  called  Lettered 
Edge. 

The  center  design  of  a coin  is  called  the  Type. 

The  space  between  the  lower  part  of  type  and 
rim  is  called  the  Exergue. 

Incuse  is  parts  of  a coin  sunk  below  the  surface 
of  the  planchet. 

Symbols  are  minute  objects  or  figures  struck 
in  Field  or  Exergue. 

The  metal  before  striking  off  a coin  is  called 
the  Planchet. 

Coin  with  milling  on  edge  is  called  the  Milled 
Edge. 


Over-Dates 

Over-dates  are  dies  used  in  one  year  and  a 
later  year  the  engraver  uses  same  dies  by  engrav- 
ing one  figure  over  another.  Often  a coin  is 
struck  with  a weak  impression,  therefore  it  would 
require  the  aid  of  a microscope  to  make  the  over- 
date  visible. 
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STANDARD  CLASSIFICATION  OF  COINS 

Proof 

Proof  coins  are  especially  struck  from  polished 
dies  and  finished  by  hand.  Proof  is  the  highest 
preservation  known,  with  a brilliant  mirror-like 
reflecting  surface. 

Uncirculated 

Uncirculated  coins  struck  for  circulation  having 
a bright  lustre,  but  not1  the  mirror-like  surface. 
Uncirculated  coins  are  often  dull  from  exposure 
and  dampness  but  still  can  be  classed  uncirculated 
if  they  do  not  show  any  traces  of  wear  on  highest 
portions. 

Fine 

Fine  coins  are  those  which  have  had  consider- 
able circulation,  but  must  retain  all  features  very 
distinctly. 

Very  Good 

Very  good  coins  are  practically  same  in  appear- 
ance as  fine  coins,  but  slightly  lack  the  high  re- 
lief. Still  the  coin  must  retain  all  features  very 
plainly  and  bold. 

Fair 

Fair  coins  are  those  which  have  had  consider- 
able amount  of  wear  so  the  design  has  soft  ap- 
pearance, in  which  the  features  do  not  show  much 
relief  above  the  surface., 

Poor 

Poor  coins  are  those  on  which  all  features  are 
practically  obliterated,  and  often  called  junk. 
There  is  little  or  no  demand  for  poor  coins  unless 
of  extreme  rarities. 
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United  States  Mint  and  Branches 

Coins  were  produced  at  the  following  mints: 
Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans,  Den- 
ver, Dahlonega,  Charlotte  and  Carson  City.  At 
the  present  time  the  following  mints  are  in  opera- 
tion: Philadelphia,  Denver,  San  Francisco  and 

New  Orleans.  The  coins  which  were  issued  in 
. branch  mints  bear  a small  letter  either  on  the 
obverse  or  reverse  of  coin.
